Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Heo clearly shows in Fig. 3g a metal layer (21) 
that has a stiffness sufficient to enable simultaneous dicing of the semiconductor device edges, the dielectric substrate edges, and said 
metal layer edges. Furthermore, the limitation "simultaneous dicing of the semiconductor device edges, the dielectric substrate edges, and 
said metal layer edges" is considered to consist of "product by process" limitation on product claim, which are unpatentable over Heo 
since the limitation doesn't distinguish the claimed device from what is disclosed by Heo. Even further, Heo clearly shows in Fig. 6 the 
package with aligned edges. For the above reasons, the rejection is maintained. 
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
